The fans, or the baseball 
diehards at the time were deemed casual to the terms of the modern fandoms, following 
the sports section of the newspapers, reading about the matches in Radio Times (if 
they're British) alongside with football, going into the stadium in person, normal 
stuff like this. 


History of the Fandoms 


SHERLOCKIANS THE MODERN 


You see, the first fans of the Sherlock Holmes book series were so lucky to be the 
first modern fandom of anything, with being able to see their beloved leader Sir 
Arthur Conan Doyle in person, writing their own fan fictions of Holmes and Watson way 
back to 1897. Three years before their trend of writing Holmes fanfics, Sir Arthur 
Conan Doyle had a story of Holmes being killed off, leading his fanbase to gather and 
mourn the fictional detective. By that, the line between a casual fan and a dedicated 


fan. 


SCI-Fl: BECOMING MORE AND MORE HUGE 


Fast forwarding to the 1930s, the community of the science fiction works were really 
huge, with their jargons, or "fanspeak" as they called it. Also, they led to World 
Science Fiction Convention, starting from the year I939.

SUBREDDIT NEWSPAPERS:BECOMING A PUBLISHER 


Let's be honest here, making something for people to read feels both awesome, and 
tiring, especially if it's selfpublished. In this file, we're going to look at the 
other publications of Reddit and it's subreddits, other than The Fandom Times. 


BURDURLAND:OFFICIALLY REGULATED 


Reddit's one of the biggest Turkish language subreddits, named Burdurland is a pretty 
well-known place to find a subreddit newspaper. Not only one, but several newspapers 
reporting local (occasionally fictional)news in Burdurland. To name a few, there's 
Haber-i Burdur(Burdur News in Burdurese) what's claimed to being the first subreddit 
newspaper of Reddit, (discontinued) and also Haber-i Burdurland, to tell a story, often 
alternative history. 


After a wave of poorly made "newspapers" to farm karma, the management of Burdurland 
had to regulate the newspaper publishers, by choosing an authentified publisher 
Redditor. The officially authorized newspapers named Burdurland Gazetesi (Burdurland 
Newspaper in Turkish), and Ebabil (Swift, also their leader Porcay's pet budgie) has 
been published by two separate people, with Burdurland Newspaper has been hitting the 
seven editions mark as of 2024. 


Subreddit Newspapers 
KGB:NOT THE SOVIET INTELLIGENCE SERVICE 


The other big subreddit "KGBTIR" (which actually stands for "krds grup bura ne beklion", 
formerly a Turkish humor page from Facebook), which is mostly known by the horny 
teenagers it has and their Angel Dust-esque sexual jokes, it has their own newspaper, 
simply titled KGBTR Newspaper. It mainly had a weekly edition and eight separate 
editions.
